It is and must he the working class which not only carries on the fight for humanity, for the attain¬ 
ment of a Socialist form of society, but also wages the preliminary struggle for every social reform and 
against all corruption. For this there are quite definite historical, economic and social reasons. Above all 
there is the simple reason that the class of wage workers, the oppre.ssed part of humanity, represents the 
great majority, and therefore must also furnish the overwhelming majority of .Socialist fighters, and must 
impress u[)on the .Socialist movement the character of the class struggle. 

However when we say that the .Soeial-Democraiic movement is and must be a class struggle of the 
workers, this does not mean that the .Social-Democratic movement narrowly exliides and denies the right 
of fighting on its side to any one who by his social psiition does not bdong to the working cla.ss, who is 
not a wage earner, but even a capitalist or a middle-class einplnv*rr. On thi' contrary, every capitalist 
and every middle-class man will be heartily weleomerl as a fellow-soldier in tlie ranks of the Social-Demo¬ 
cracy, if he is an actual Social-Democrat, if he has understood the nece.-.sity of the class struggle, and if 
he is a Democrat in the best sense of the word, that is. if he is willing to enter the host of Soeiad-Demo- 
eratic fighters as a simple soldier, and if. he is recommended by his intelligence and disinterested -ictivity, 
in-stead of his high social position. The Socialist wori.ing class movement jii-t as diwidedly excludes 
every muddlehead. whether wage worker or capitalist, who'introduces or seeks to introiluce confusion and 
error into our ranks, who wishes to know nothing of the cla.ss struggle, anil thus eon.sciously or uncon¬ 
sciously weakens our movement morally. .An open, decided enemy is a le.ss dangerous matter than irre¬ 
solution. incapacity, lack of purpose, vacillation and discontent in our own ranks. Moriover there arc 
plenty of people who talk of “some truth” in Socialism or even call themselves .Socialists, but the consi- 
qucnces of their confession of the deadness of capitalistic society, they cannot or will not carry out.

If the farmer “squawks" they 
him from the bottom of their hearts that of all of

proslierity than anv other, Anri the poor old farmer l.islena to 
their words, shoulders his burden again with a ligh^r heart 
and takes up his wcarv way. uttcrl.i unmindful of the fact that 
in tlie human scale of' which the greatest capitalist is the head, 
the farmer is at the jumping off place. The big capitalist may 
pluck the capitalist ne.vt below him in the price of something 
lie sell- and the capitalists all along the line can reimburse 
thcmsi-ives for rohlierv liv robbing the ones next lielow- them; 
hut when the farmer is reached, there is no one lielow him for 
him to roll. MTien he wants to buy anything, there is always 
a-man stamHng near to tell him how iiiiieh to pay. And w^hen 
he wants to sell anything, there is always another man standing 
near to tell him how much his goods are worth. tr'l'’ 
these truths that an old farniih- out in ■Miehigan, who shows 
some signs of awakening, says the only things a farmer needs 
to know-is how to work Ifi hours a day and the road to market. 

The diflieulties of the farmer may be roughly summed up 
in these words: Always on the verge of losing his farm, he is 
not able to buy the necessary machinery to produce the lirtt 
oualitv and the'greatest quantity at the least cost, 'fliis handi¬ 
cap Tt^sults in gp-at waste at the start. Furthermore, his pricw 
are fixed by the class of farmers whose necessities are the 
greatest, since they are compelled to rush to the market with 
whatever thev have to sell and the other far..iers mnsl take the 
same prices or let their crops rot on their hands. The railroads 
catch him both “coming and going,” charging him th^ree or 
four prices in freight rates for whatever is shipped to him or 
whatever he ships awav. Of course, the fanner seldom has any 
direct dealings with the railroads, but the agent who imports 
his farm machinttry pays the rates and takw it out of the 
farmer, and the middleman who buys the farmers .yrain or 
hogs does the same thing. 

To make certain that the farmer shall not he disgraced by 
dying rich, the trusts all take a crack at him. The sugar trust, 
the mU trust, the starch trust, the coffee trust and a hundred 
other long-fingered. monsters slip their hands into hii pockets 
tnd if .V cent is left at +he end of tho year, somebody is ured 
for miimsnagoment. Of course none of them takes much, at a 
time, but most of them get at him at least three times a day 
and they do not need to take much at a time m order to take 
all he has. 

But some of them hit him hard cvei^ time they come. 
Take the International Harvester Company, for instance, more 
familiarly know as the harvester trust. An agent of the com¬ 
pany with whom the writer is on confidential terms, declared 
wit’nin the last year that the cost of the reaper that the trust 
sells la the fariii'er for $1’20 is $lt»; that is, it costs .$19 to raak- 
the separate parts. The same authority dcvlared that it cc.,.i8 
$.4 to assemble the parts—to put them together—and $10 to 
sell the machine. 

To make a reaper and sell it to a farmer therefore costs

It does so in Milwaukee and it does 
so in different parts of the country where such stupid tactics have been 
employed against us. 

The ten^tation of some pastors and church functionaries to go 
outside their own sphere may he due to a mere meddlesome spirit, but 
usually there is an even less creditable motive back of it. The church 
doesn’t take sides with plutocracy and against the toiler’s party for 
nothing. It expects to gain by it, as a rule. Churches need money and 
capitalists have an abundance of it. 'The temptation to curry favor with 
the rich is therefore strong, especially as the rich, as Mark Hanna 
pointed out, see ways in which the church in its turn for donations, 
can be of great service to them in keeping the workers submissive. And 
besides this, many priests and prelates arc themselves men of great 
wealth and therefore members of the capitalist class, with capitalist sym¬ 
pathies and interests. 'They have large sums invested in various cor¬ 
porations and speculative concerns, they speculate in real estate and put 
out large amounts of money to draw its increase from the wealth which 
capitalism robs from labor. They want the present system, with its 
wage slavery, to continue. 

As to why some priests in this country are opcnlv campaigning for 
capitalism, the article from the ICatholic Citizen which we republish 
by request, cn the first page, shows. The early church fought the pluto¬ 
cracy of its time. It took sides with the poor. Today, all churches, 
more or less, takes sides with the rich. 

But if the modem church takes sides with the capitalists against 
the working clajis, so much the worse for the church. Sooner or later 
it will pay the penalty! In fact, we can already sec some things on this 
point. Its seeming indifference to the cry of the workers for escape 
from the capitalistic plucking process, from capitalistic cannibalism, is 
causing many workers to break away from its influence. They feel that 
they have not only the capitalist svstem against them, but the church as 
well. 'They believe with Hanna that the church is ready to,do police 
service for the rich, to keep the workers submissive and “contended” 
while the wcelth lords skin them to the quick. 

Even the Catholic church is feeling this disaffection. It has not 
been making the growth in this country that a large immigration from 
Catholic countries, and a large native birth rate would be supposed to 
give it. Some of its iwn priests have referred to its ofiBcial fli lasc in 
members last year (600,000) as disappointing, and a Boston paper has 
been tod to remark that “the stork had evidently turned A. P. A. 1” 


CAPITAUSm AND 
THE CHURCHES. 


BETWEEN TWO FIRES. — By Ernest Untermann 

The Milwaukee “Free Prc.s.s” of Murcb 7 lias' buckled on its editorial armour and calls on all the 
people of Wisconsin to unite in the Kcpiiblican party and carry (iovernor Ia» Kollettc back into the guber¬ 
natorial chair on the crest of a wave of popular indignation against the insidious influences that have 
cheated the Republican party out of the.fruits of its victories by controlling the policies of all legislatures 
of this state for many years. 

These influences, according to ihc “Frci’ I’rc.ss,” arc the men who compose anil control the groat cor¬ 
porations, the railroads, the telegraph lines, the express companies, tbe sleeping car companies, tlie insur¬ 
ance companies, the telephone companies, the street railway lines, the gas and electric lighting com¬ 
panies, who have money inve.sted in the manufacturing industries of this state. 

“The material interests of these men are great in Wisconsin,” says the Free Press, and they are able, 
because of them, to wield a vast influence in the political affairs of the state. Thai they have on mativ 
an occasion been able to control the action of the state legislature, no well informed matt will question." 
What makes matters still more galling to the champions of I.a Follette, is that most of these men who 
thus annul all the efforts of the valiant Hepnldicans around lai Follette are not resiilents and voters in 
the state, but actually control the affairs of Wi.scouain from their eastern oflices. Fpr this rea.son. all Irur 
Republicans arc opposed trf “liarmony" with tho.se who have shown themselves to be the obedient servants 
of those fatal influences, and if peace is to he purchased at the price of again admitting them into the 
party councils. La Follette and the ‘‘Free Prisis” will have none of it. That would simply moan a yield¬ 
ing of the majority to the will of the minority. No, even if these hail Hopuhlieaiis wi-re now willing to 
endorse the eternal republican principles, which they have so shamelessly betrayed in the past, that is, 
purity of elections, exact equality between private citizens and public service corporations in the matter 
of taxation, and establishment of just and reasonable railway transportation rates, they should not he 
trusted anymore. If they can only bo relegated to the rear, there will be—well, the “Free Press” does not 
say exactly how beautiful things will l>e after that, but it leaves the impression that the people of Wi.s- 
consin will got such a model administration as they have never had before. 

Let us see. The Republican party was placed in political power on a I-a Follette platform represent¬ 
ing the <r«« princinles of Republicanism. But hardly had they taken hold of the reigns of government, 
when it waa discovered to the great sorrow of all true Republicans, that "it never makes any difference 
to these influences which party is in power. They arc not in politics and attending the matters of legisla¬ 
tion because they arc specially interested in the welfare of the people of the state. They are first and last 
and all the time for themselves.” 

Xow would it be presumptuous to ask by what means the true Republicans will prevent the .same in¬ 
fluences from controlling the affairs of this state by the same means that were so successful in the past, 
so long as the capitalist principle is maintained? 

Let us be plain. It makes indeed no difference to the great capitalists which capitalist parly is in 
power. They can buy enough (rue Republicans and true Democrats to carry out their wishes. 

All capitalist politician-s believe in the same principle in which the great corporations believe, that of 
exploiting labor. ITic (rue Republicans around La Follette do no more represent the interests of all the 
people of Wisconsin, than the bad influences mentioned aliove ilo. La Follette stands for the iniere.sts of 
the little exploiters against the big exploiters. He believes in the class struggle against the big exploit¬ 
ers, and he hopes that the working cla.ss of Wisconsin will help the little exploiter against the great cor¬ 
porations. In other words, he hopes that the working class will sacrifice its own class interests nut of pure 
love for the little exploiters. But he will have none of the clas.s struggle of the working cla.ss against all 
exploiters, big and small. 

He is very much mistaken, however, when he; says that it is immsterial to the groat corporations 
what party is in control of the state. Xor is it immaterial to the little exploiter. .\ll whr live by the 
exploitation of the working cla.ss of this state woiiid consider it the greatest calamity if the working class 
of Wisconsin should gain control of the political jmwer through the Social-IVmocratic party. This partv, 
standing uncompromisingly for the material interests of the working clas.s alone, cannot be controlled liy 
any money interests whatever, because it comes to a)>olish them entirely. 

The Isa Follette party is between two fires. On one side it is being pressed by the great capitalists, 
on the otlier by the working class. It pretends to be the champion of all the people against the moneyed 
interests. But intelligent working men can plainly see the dollar mark firmly imprinted on the middle 
clasa shield. .All working men who understand their own class interests will vote for the party of their 
class, the Social-Democratic party. They will smile at the simplicity of the middle class politicians, who 
arc but the playthings of the great corporations, while they pretend, wiOi their silly middle cla.s.s plat¬ 
form, and without changing the capitalist system, to be the saviors of all the people. Armed with the 
Socialist philosophy, the intelligent workingmen of this state, and of the whole naiion, will unite and end 
all exploitation by voting for the principles of International Socialism.

At the proper time it will introduce and carry omI 
these and other meaaurea. Social-Democrats are well aware, however, tnat 
Milwaukee does not enjoy self-government, and that as a rule no steps can be 
taken in that direction without an appial to the state legislature at Madison. 

The Kose adminiatration In the.city hall and the Republican administration in the courthouee hive disgraced 
tbe fair name of Milwaukee. But corruption in our muoiripaJ affairs is cot a new occurrence, and we call attention 
to ths fact that it ia to the corruptive power of capitalism, playing upon the venality, the uncertainty for the future 
and the butineas instinct of those who have made pulitics a butineia, that we owe the scandalous corniptio.) of our 
government. By the average capitalist and business man tbe bribing of a politician is considered absolutely legiti¬ 
mate, if business requires it. 

We do not need to prove these polnta They were proved by the grand jury. 

A municipal government cannot have the tame end in view at a private business. A municipal government ought 
never to be conducted from motives of personal gain. Tbe trouble is that too many municipal governments have 
been so conducted—and that ia just the reason why we have investigations in St. Louis, Grand Rapids, Chicago, Mil¬ 
waukee, etc—"bosinete** adminletrations, every one of them. 

Nor doea any intelligent man longer believe in the panacea of electing so-called *‘good men** to office. Plenty of 
*'good men*' have been corrupted by the syetem which they have ttied to patch up and regulate. All high-sounding 
clamor by capitalist parties about business principles, “good men," etc., is therefore simply a dishonest bid for rotea 
Butinese oormpts poiitica. 

The Sodal-Democratic party goes to the root of the eviL Socialism will some day entirely remove the causes, 
and they will only' disappear to the extent that we introduce Socialiim. And the Social-Democrats, having this goal 
ia view, are above temptation. Of the many Social-Democrats elected in Germany, Eagland sad Austria, hardly one 
bat ever fallen by the wayside. The Social-Democratic party, while a class orgsniution of the proletariat, Is today 
also the only party of high moral ideas, because it is in accord with the trend of dviliiation and with the necesaitiet 
of the day. 

It ll not claimed that by winning an iaolated victory in a city like Milwaukee we can have Socialiim. But 
lucb a victory would be a itep forward, a mile-atone on the way of human progress. 

And first of all things, it would mean a tremendous cleaning up of the municipal affairs of Milwaukee. 

In the light of the above facts we make the following demands: 

1 . That no more fraschisea for public utilities shall be sold, leased or given away. The city shall take charge 
as soon ts poeaible of til public utilities now in private handa. The dty ahali compel the public utility corporations 
to give good •eivlcc. Espe^ily the street car company shall be made to meet tbe public needs as to the number of 
cars ruaniag, seating capadty, heating, ventilation, etc The city shall regulate the price of gas, snd shall appoint a 

gas inspector to test the quality of gat furoiihed. Tbe dey shall abolish the contract eyitem ae far as possible in all 

public work. Only organiUd labor sbaU be employed by tbe dty, and that at an eight-hour day. Whenever contract 
work it unavoidable t5e contractors ihall be compelled to employ only organised labor. 

s That the common council shall take ^tepe neceesary to make tbe big oorporatlone pay their rightful share 
of munidpal taxes, so that the money ntctisary to cany out tbe following reforms can be raised. 

« That aa earaeat effort shall be made by the dty to provide work for its unemployed dtiseaa Betides the 
Improvraent of the street! tbe dty shall maiauln a public coal and wood yard and a public ice house; the coil, wood 
and ice to be sold to the dtiseas at cosL 

4 . That the dty shall employ a nnhiber of attorneys to conduct just cases for the poor. That the dty ahali 
reorganite ths system of administering justice in the police courts, so that the poor man may be guaranteed the same 
chance before the law as is snjoyed by tbe rich. 

5 . That free medics! service ehsU be extended eo as to provide two salaried phyaidans in each ward, who ahali 
traat thfloe applyiag fret of charge. The dty also to arrange with druggists who shaU compound tho presexiptions 
coming from said aty phyddane for a ceitain average compensation wuch shall be fixed by the board of health and 
Mid for by tho city. Tho dty to provide adequate hospital eervice, free from every Uint of charity. Also a pubUe
